From the pen of 
EU7SA 


The date was August 16, 2001 when | first made 20M 
phone contact with Bob Paquette, W6ZPL, a member 
of the Southern California DX Club. 


We kept the conversation short as many stations 
were Calling me here in Belarus. Propagation 
between Belarus and the American West Coast is not 
that common, and | wanted to give as many contacts 
as possible. 


So it was that this short QSO was the start of our 
friendship, that special kind of friendship that ham 
radio gives to all of us. What nobody knew then was 
that in a short time we would not only be able to have 
an eyeball QSO, but it would culminate in my making 
a three-week journey to the United States and the 
International DX Convention in Visalia. 


In few weeks time | received Bob’s direct QSL, | 
found his e-mail address in QRZ.COM and sent him 
confirmation that | had received his card and that my 
card was in the mail to him. He, in turn, sent me a 
reply and we started to write each on a regular basis. 


Since my interest in Ham radio is mainly DXing -- | 
have confirmed 332 countries -- our initial e-mails 
were mainly on the subject of DX. Bob mentioned he 
would be going to Visalia, | said to him in passing that 
| would like to visit that very famous DX convention, 
too, and meet in person the many hams | had worked 
over the years. 


It wasn’t long before he sent me an e-mail and said, 
“Your dream will be realized”. 


Obtaining an American visa was a very difficult and 
involved process. | had to have an invitation from a 
private individual (or an organization). Bob Grimmick, 
N6OX started to work on this and was able to obtain 
and invitation from the Northern California DX Foun- 
dation and the 
ARRL. After sub- 
mitting all the nec- 
essary paper work 
and meeting all the 
requirements | was 
at last issued an 
American visa. 


(By the way, the 
American ambas- 


sador to Belarus is Michael Kozak, WA6LTP. 
He is from California and has recently obtained 
the Belarussian license EW/WAG6LTP.) 


Bob, N6OX, who had never been to Europe 
before decided this would be a perfect opportu- 
nity to visit Russia and Belarus. Of course 
Bob's main objective was to obtain a license in 
Belarus and try to work 100 countries for 
DXCC from my station. To this end, he shipped 
a Force-12 C3SS antenna beforehand and 
brought with him a Yaesu FT990 radio and a 
new computer. 


This guaranteed his activity from Belarus, as 
EW/N6OX would be from well-equipped sta- 
tion. 


| live in ten-story apartment building and in- 
stalled the C3SS on top of a 30m (33ft) tower 
mounted on the roof. | also have a 30M In- 
verted V and an 80M Delta Loop between two 
buildings. Bob was able to make about 600 
contacts, working 119 countries and 32 zones. 
Not a bad result considering that activity was 
limited to nights, after work, because of TVI. 
We have only broadcast TV, no cable, and the 
roof of the buildings look like a forest because 
there are so many individual TV antennas. 


Note that the first contact Bob made in Belarus 
was with me on 2M using handheld radios 
(Bob, W6ZPL had previously sent these radios 
to me) in my apartment, HI. 


We spent our off-radio hours sightseeing and 
giving Bob some insight into life in Belarus. We 
also spent three days in Moscow and were 
able to see many of the historical places there. 


We were both especially thankful to Vladimir 
Ulyanov, UA3FDX who was our guide in Mos- 
cow. We left the Russian capital on April 16, 
2003 and landed in Los Angeles on the same 
day, and only few hours later (clockwise). The 
trip from 
Moscow to 
Los Ange- 
les was 
very inter- 
esting, be- 
cause the 
sun never 
set, we 
were also 
able to see 
mountains 
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of Greenland. 


At the airport in Los Angeles, we were met by many 
friends including; Bob, W6ZPL and his XYL Janie, 
Tom, N6OT and his XYL Sharon, KF6WQU, Larry 
KN6VF and his XYL Judy KD6UGY. Our first stop 
was back to Bob W6ZPL’s office in La Habra, CA 
where | met Terry, N6WI and his XYL Pat, KE6NTM 
and Jim, N6DHZ. 


| was officially welcomed as a member of the South- 
ern California DX Club. This was a big honor for me 
to be a member of SCDXC, as this is a famous club, 
respected throughout Europe. | have known about 
SCDXC for some time as | have received many 
QSL’s from members with the emblem of the club on 
them. | was able to meet many Hams during my stay 
in Southern California and was invited to speak at the 
Super System (repeater group) breakfast where | dis- 
cussed life in Belarus and, more specifically, operat- 
ing as a ham there. 


| was very busy during my stay in California, meeting 
with hams and visiting clubs. Before my arrival Bob, 
W6ZPL, planned something new for almost every 
day of my visit. So, during my 3-week stay | was able 
to visit most of the famous places in Southern Califor- 
nia. 


One of the highlights of my stay in the USA was ob- 
taining an American Ham license and | spent a lot 
time studying for the test. | was able to obtain a Gen- 
eral class license and received the call sign KG6QIO. 
I’m very thankful to Gordon West, WB6NOA for tak- 
ing the time to administer the test and to Bob, 
W6ZPL and Larry KN6VF for helping me study. 


By the way, in Belarus we have three classes of li- 
cense, they are C, B and A. They are very similar to 
the American licenses, but more restrictions are 
placed on power output, and less restriction on fre- 
quencies. Unfortunately my General Class license 
does not allow to me to work in the DX “windows”. 
One big difference is that in the United States you 
can obtain an Extra class in one day. In Belarus you 
have to operate in 
each class for at least 
two years before you 
can upgrade to the 
next class of license. 


Another contrast be- 

tween my location and 
Southern California is 
that you almost always * 
have a high noise 
level, about S7, in 
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these conditions it is very hard to work DX if signals are 
weak. This is, probably, because America has a lot of 
overhead power lines. Belarus does not have overhead 
power lines; all of our electrical lines are under ground 
creating less static, unless you happen to live to close 
to a power plant. | found that even making a contact 
with the Caribbean was not very easy in California. In 
Belarus we almost always have propagation to Africa, 
Asia, and Europe where there are about 50 countries. 
Propagation is also very good to South America and 
the eastern coast of North America. 


Our only big challenge is the Pacific, but in California 
the Pacific is like Asia in Belarus, very easy to work. 
Using my US call, KG6QIO | was able to work stations 
in South Cook and Marquesas Islands with no trouble, 
this would be very unusual in Europe. 


Something else that differs between our two countries 
is that America has restrictions that will not allow one to 
install a really good antenna system and we do not. 
Most of the people in Belarus live in apartment build- 
ings so we install our own antennas on the roof of the 
buildings. 


Until recently we have had almost no restrictions, but 
we are now Starting to face more and more new limita- 
tions. Hams are now having to fight with city govern- 
ments and building owners in order to install their an- 
tennas, even though we don’t have any particular law 
that prohibits us doing so. The Belarus Federation of 
Radio amateurs and Radiosportsmen (BFRR), our 
equivalent to the ARRL is now working to address this 
problem. 


One similarity that we have is the problem with new 
hams. We, like the U.S., do not have many young peo- 
ple entering our hobby. We’re now losing more hams 
than we are getting new ones. | don’t exactly know how 
many hams are in Belarus, but | think that there are 
about 1,000. “Real” hams on the bands probably num- 
ber not more that 100 and no more than 50 work DX. 


Before leaving home, | made a check my log and found 
that | had more than 1,000 contacts with California sta- 
tions. 


| expected that | would 
meet many of the 
hams | worked while in 
Visalia and | was not 
disappointed. | was 
very happy to confirm 
many contacts (I had 
my log and QSL’s with 
me) and enjoyed giv

ARRL to Propose New Entry-Level License, 
Code-Free HF Access (Jan 19, 2004) -- The 
ARRL will ask the FCC to create a new entry-level 
Amateur Radio license that would include HF 
phone privileges without requiring a Morse code 
test. The League also will propose consolidating all 
current licensees into three classes, retaining the 
Element 1 Morse requirement--now 5 WPM--only 
for the highest class. The ARRL Board of Directors 
overwhelmingly approved the plan January 16 dur- 
ing its Annual Meeting in Windsor, Connecticut. 
The proposals--developed by the ARRL Executive 
Committee following a Board instruction last July-- 
are in response to changes made in Article 25 of 
the international Radio Regulations at World Radio- 
communication Conference 2003 (WRC-03). They 
would continue a process of streamlining the ama- 
teur licensing structure that the FCC began more 
than five years ago but left unfinished in the Ama- 
teur Service license restructuring Report and Order 
(WT 98-143) that went into effect April 15, 2000. 
The ARRL has addressed frequently asked ques- 
tions(FAQs) concerning this proposal.
